Miss  Keith  is  a  member  of 
Pi  Lambda  Theta  society 
and  a  charter  member  of  the 
St.  Joseph  branch  of  Delta. 
Kappa  Gamma.  She  belongs 
to  the  American  Association 
of  University  Professors,  the 
Association  for  Childhood  Ed¬ 
ucation,  the  National  Educa¬ 
tion  Association  and  the  Mis¬ 
souri  State  Teachers  Associa¬ 
tion. 

She  has  participated  in  na¬ 
tional  and  stale  associations 
for  Supervision  and  Curricu¬ 
lum  development  and  was 
vice-president  of  the  organiza¬ 
tion  in  1955-56.

Regents  -Raise  Fees 
To  $250  Room,  Board 

A  RAISE  OF  ALMOST  $45  IN 
board  and  room  fees  was  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  NWMSC  board 
of  regents  last  week. 

Under  the  new  fee  boost, 
250  per  semester  will  be 
charged  for  students  in  on 
campus  activities.  There  also 
will  be  an  additional  charge 
of  $10  per  semester  for  those 
who  pay  in  instalments. 

Three  meals  per  day  for  the 
semester,  will  cost  $185.  Two 
meals  per  day  will  cost  $160 
per  semester.

As  he  rounded  the  final  curve  and  came  to  a 
halt  amidst  the  cheering  throng  in  front  of 
the  administration  building,  with  the  unprece¬ 
dented  sound  of  the  college  victory  bell  in 
the  background,  the  four-year  track  letter- 
man  brought  to  a  climax  one  of  the  most  un¬ 
usual  publicity  stunts  ever  seen  at  NWMSC.
